THE  SOUTHEASTERN  MILLS  FOR  PROMPT  SHIPMENTS.      MERCHANTS  REPORT  THAT  OFFERS  OR  PRICES   EE  IMG 
RECEIVED,    ESPECIALLY  FOR  THE  BETTER  GRADES,   CONTINUE  UNATTRACTIVE.      THEREFORE,   FEW  NEW  SALES 
HAVE  BEEN  MADE  DIXON. 

EL  PASO  -  SCATTERED  SHOWERS  AND  COLD  WEATHER   HAVE  RETARDED  PICKING    IN  THIS  AREA,      GINS  GENERALLY 
OVER  THE  AREA  ARE  CLOSING  DOWN  AND  ANOTHER   TWO  WEEKS  SHOULD  SEE  GINNING  COMPLETED,  APPROXI- 
MATELY  I / 4  OF  THE   GINS  HAVE  CLOSED  OUT    IN   THE  AREA  AND  THE  PERCENT  COOPERATION  ON  THESE  HAS 
AVERAGED  FULLY  99$.      A  CHECK   WITH  THE  TAG  COMPANIES  REVEALS   THAT  OF  THE  GINS    IN  THIS  AREA  ALL
